UNCLE SAM AND PROTECTION. 


Opinion of It— Words of Wisdom From 
the Backwoods Philosopher. 


“Papa, what is all this fuss in the papers 
about the tariff. @What is the tariff, any- 
how ?”’ 

“Well, my children, there is a rich,old gen- 
leman whom the people call Uncle Sam, and 
he has a big plantation and lots of land and 
he has a very large family of boys, most of 
whom are farmers. But one boy by the name 
of Crispin took a notion to shoe making, and 
another named Vulcan took a notion to make 
iron, but they couldn’t make enough shoes 
and iron to do the farmers, and so some ont- 
siders came along and began to undersell Cris- 
pinand Vulcan, and Uncle Sam got mad 
about it. Crispin was selling his shoes at $2 
a pair, but these outsiders proposed to sell 
their’s at $1 a pair, and the other boys wanted 
to buy them, but Uncle Sam said:

Their laborers are so many that they 
will work for almost nothing rather than 
starve. They have poor feod and poor cloth- 
ing and live in shanties, and their little chil- 
dren nearly freeze in the winter and have a 
hard time, but Crispin and Vulcan pay their 
hands a dollar a day, and Uncie Sam says that,

4. She died on August 6, 1882: and if she was 
entitled to the rents of the farm for that year, 
it was no wrongful intermeddling with them 
for the defendants, or either of them, to re- 
ceive them from the tenant; the rents consist- 
ing of wheat, corn, fodder, oats and cotton, 
and being delivered in kind. To receive and 
take care of rents payable in kind would be the 
right and duty of heirs and distributees, and 
in no wise inconsistent with the rights or in-

Ifshe dealt with the land as his, 
though she may have previously conveyed it 
to him to defraud her creditors, the rents 
would not be her property but his, unless he 
chose to relinquish his rights to them. With 
proper pleadings, however, the rents as wellas 
the land might be subjected to the payment of 
her debtsif she had conveyed fadulently.

6. According to the’ decision in Pendleton 
vs. Andrews, 70 Ga. 306, the note sued on was 
barred by the statute of limitations. The suit 
was brought November 15, 1883, the note hay- 
ing been due seven years, two months and 
three days. “Deduct one month during which 
the payee’s estate was unrepresented, one 
year, during which the defendants, if rightful 
executors, were exempt from suit by statute, 
and there would be left six years, one month 
and three days; and the period allowed for 
suit on such evidence of debt being six years, 
the action was brought one month and three 
days too late.

(a) It isnot meantto say thatif the de- 
fendgnis were executors in their own wrong, 
they could be exempt from suit during any 
time after they intermeddled, for such is not 
the rule.

Jackson’s Flank Movement at 
Chancellorsville. 


WHO ORIGINATED THE STRATEGY. 


An Interesting Letter from Dr. J. William 
Jones, Former Secretary of the Southern 
Historical Society. 


Epirors CONSTITUTION :-I was very much. 
interested in tee account of the ‘Last official inter 
view between Lee and Jackson,"*which you published 
this morning, w ritten by Captain Carlton McCarthy 
in the Richmo id Critic. 

It very conclusively shows that the great flank 
movement which resulted in the defeat of Icoker 
originated with Lee, and not (as has been popularly 
SU P pose d} with Jackson.

when opposed, and the ease with which he 
had been driven back jto Chancellorsville, and 
concluded by expressing the opinion very decidedly 
and repeating it more than once, that the enemy 
wo.ld recross the Rappahanno: +k before morcning. 
He said in substance: ‘By tomorrow morning there 
will not be any of them this side of the river.’ Gen- 
eral Lee expressed the hope that General Jackson’s 
expectations might be realized. but said, ‘that he 
ddnot look for such a result; that he did not 
believe the enemy would abandon his attempis so 
easily, and expressed the conviction that the main- 
body of General Hooker’s army was in his front, 
and that the real move was to bo made from this di- 
rection, and not from Frederickseurg. On this 
point there was a great difference of opinion among 
our higher officers, and General Lee was the only 
one who seemed to have the absolute conviction 
that the real move of the federal army was the one 
he was meeting then. 

In this beliefhe never wavered from the first. 
After teiling General Jackson that the hoped his 
opinion might be proyed to be correct General Lee 
added: ‘But, general, we must get ready - to attack 
the enemy, if we should find him here tomorrow, 
and you must make all arrangements to move 
around his right fiank.’’. General Lee then took up 
the map and pointed out to Jackson the ground 
direction of his route by the furnace and brook 
roads, Some'conversation took place, as tothe impor- 
tance of endeavoring to conceal the movement 
from the enemy, and as to the existence of roads 
further to the enemy's right, by which General 
Jackson might pass so as not to be exposed to ob- 
servation or attack. The general line of Jackson’s 
route was pointed out, and the necessity of ceierity 
and secrecy was enjoined upcn him. The conver- 
sation was a lengthy one, and at the conclusion of 
it, General Lee said to Jackson, ‘that before he 
moved in the moming, if he should 
have any doubt as to whether the enemy 
was still in position, he could send a couple of guns 
to a spot close by, and open fireon the enemy’s po- 
sition, which w ould speedily setile the question. 
From the spot referred to, two of our guns had to 
be withdrawn that afternoon, as the infantry were 
suffering from the fire they were drawing from the 
enemy. Geueral Jackson then withdrew, aud Gen- 
eral Lee dictated to Colonel Marshall alo g letter to 
President Davis, giving him fully the sitnation. In 
it he regretted he w oul i not have the assistance of 
Pickett’s and Hood’s divisions, but expressed his 


confidence in the good judgment that had with- 
drawn and kept them from him, and closed with 
the hope that, notwithstanding all our dangers and 
disadvuntages, Providence would bless the efforts 
which he was sure his brave army would make to 
deserve success.

with far more than his accustomed 
warmth of feeling: ‘‘He never failedme. Why, if I 
had had Stonewall Jackson at Gettysburg I should 
have won that battle, and if I had won a decided 
victory there we would have established the inde- 
pendence of the confederacy.” 

It was on the other hand beautiful to see how 
Jackson reciprocated Lee’s high opinion. He said, 
“General Lee is a phenomenon. He is the only man 
whom I would be willing to follow blindfolded.” 
And it was glorious to see the cheertul alacrity, the 
spendind skill and the terrfiic energy with which 
he executed the orders, or even the slightest wish of 
his chief. Lee and Jackson were indeed

A BLAZE IN MILWAUKEE, 


A Picture Frame Manufactory Burned Out 
—Fires Elsewhere, 


MILWAUKEE, December 17.—Shortly before 
3 o’clock this morning fire broke out in the 
store of J. C. Iverson, manufacturer of picture 
frames and dealer in art goods, at 425 East 
Water street, and completely destroyed the 
upper portion of the building.

New York, December 17.—Mayor Hewitt 
received a letter which said that a house con- 
taining a barroom, a restaurant anda big hall 
had been given over to remarkable revelries;

Its hold, in fact, upon 
society at large is due as much today from its 
ramifications in various families as to the great 
wealth of the original members. It 1s -prob- 
ably safe to -" that not one direct member of 
the Astor family, whether bearing the name or 
not, is employed or associated with anyone who 
is employed in earning a living by labor or 
commercial business. The Astors, since the 
old furrier died and left his business of ex port- 
ing and carrying in other hands, have devoted 
their means, and such energies as they chose 
to put into the business, into amr and 
holding realestate. They are extensive buyers 
and rare sellers. : 

A marked peculiarity of the family is that 
traditions of past ages are _ alive in the 
composition and intercourse of its members. 
In a country where there is a titled class de- 
ducing its standing socially fron, birth, this is 
not a distinctive feature, but in America,where 
deznocrgcy is generally triumphant, it is rare 
to see distinctions of title and place main- 
tained in family relations. The Astor family 
has its distinctive head and all the other mem- 
bers are subordinate to it, and onengy their 
fixed place in the scale of authority and respect 
in the family. The recognized head of the 
family has 1 for years Mr. John Jacob 
Astor, the widower of the lady who 
died.

her initial, or the given name of her husband 
before the word “Astor’’ upon her cards, or on 
other social douments. 

The late Mrs. John Jacob Astor was a Miss 
Augusta Gibbes, of Savannah, Georgia. She 
as — Her only child was Mr. 
William Waldorf Astor, who enjoys the sin- 
gular distinction of being the only member of 
the sm § who has done atiything striking 
outside of caring for his money. He tried his 
hand at politics, and made a respectable 
failure. He has written a beok or two, and 
has been United States minister to Italy. 
This remarkable Astor married a Miss Paul, 
of Plilade!phia, about six years ago, and the 
ceremonies attencing the wedding made a red- 
letter day in New York society history, and 
will be long remembered by those who took 
part in them or Witnessed them. He lives on 
east Thirty-third street, near Fifth avenue, 
not far, therefore, from the family mansions 
of his father and uncle. 

_Mrs. Walliam Waldorf Astor’s brother mar- 
ried millionaire Drexel’s daughter not long ago. 
It will be seen from this that the immediate 
family of the head of the house is a small one, 
but the family of Mr. William Astor, brother 
to John Jacob, is comparatively large. His 
wife was Miss Tarim setrng daughter of the 
late Abraham Schermerhorn, himself a man 
of great wealth. 

_in certain ways, she is better fitted than her 
sister-in-law was, to be the leader of New York 
society. Because she enjoys festivities much 
more and isa more vivacious actor in them. 
She has four living children. Her oldest 
daughter, Mrs. James J. Van Alen, has been 
dead about six years.. Her second daughter, 
Helen, is now Mrs. Roosevelt Roosevelt. This 
gentleman of the double name is an ideal 
specnnen of stalwart aristocracy, and most of 
his energies are devoted to the exercises of the 
country club. He is of course a man of great 
wealth and devotes no time to business. 
The third daughter in this family, *for- 


merly Miss Augusta Astor, is now Mrs. Cole- 
man Drayton. She has two children. The 


An- 
other daughter, Carry, is now Mrs. Orme Wil- 
son, and the remaining child of this union is 
John Jacob Astor, Jr., who graduated recent- 
ly from Harvard college and made his ‘first 
plunge in New York society this fall. There 
was to have beena grand ball given in his 
honor on the ninth of next January, but the 
death of his aunt will postpone this and all 
other festivities in which the Astor family 
might naturally engage during this season. 

There is a curious story connected with the 
marriage of the first daughter of William As- 
tor, Mrs. Van Alen. She married much 
against her father’s will, in spite of the fact 
that Mr. Van Alen was aman of independent 
means, fully capable of ides gy | for her in 
the manner in which she had been reared. 
She lived with him in Newport, and until her 
death, her father never entirely forgave her 
for marrying against his wishes. 

All these miurried members o*% the Astor 
family live in this city, most of them upon the 
fashionable part of Fifth avenue, and they, of 
course, have elegant country seats in different 
portions of the country. That of Mr. William 
Astor is at Rhinebeck-on-the-Hudson, and 
they all have temporary homes at Newport. 

The combined wealth of this remarkable 


family probably stands without a parallel in| 


the world. It has been the steady endeavor 
of the living members of the family to under- 
estimate their possessions, in order that they 
might not arouse the too bitter jealousy of 


‘that class. of the population which 
looks inimically at hoarded wealth. 
For this reason John Jacob Astor 


has never given any authority for statements 
of his wealth that put the figures beyond one 
hundred million dollars, and ordinarily, this 
sum is looked upon as the limit of his posses 
sions; nevertheless, it is a conservative esti- 
mate, because the family is constantly buying 
new real estate, as the income, in the shape of 
rents, brings about an accumulation of actual 
cash much greater than they can conveniently 
dispose of. Buttaking one hundyed million 
dollars as a basis, and adding to 1t the fortune 
of his brother William, which is more than 
half as great, and the fortunes possessed by the 
husbands of the married daughters of the fam- 
ily, there would be a total that could net fall 
short of two hundred and fifty million dollars.

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PREPARING FOR WAR. 


Cermany Determined to be Ready 
When It Comes. 


PREDICTIONS OF AN EARLY CONFLICT 


All Parties Uniting for the Defense of the 
Fatherland The Crown Prince’s Con- 
dition—Other Foreign News. 


[Copyr'ght of 1897 by the New Yor’ Assoc'ated Press. | 
Bertin, December 17.—Emperor William 
held today an informal council on the military 
Situation. Prince William, General Von 
Moltke, General Von Schellendorff, Count 
Von Waldersee, and General Alberdyll were 
present. 
is understood to have special bearing on to- 
morrow’s military council at Vienna. What- 
ever measures are there adopted will be taken 
in consonance with the concerted plan for a 
demonstration against Russia. Reports have 
reached the Berlin war office, which describe 
Austrian defense works in Galicia as neglect- 
ed, while the movements of Russian troops 
show an accurate knowledge of the weak 
points for attack. These statements, which 
were sent to Vienna, have stung the war office 
there into night and day activity. No newsfis 
permitted to transpire regarding military 
movements, but it is known that railways in 
the direction of Crocow, lasrola, Delfelta and 
Pryzemysi Junction, are overworked by traffic 
in men and war materials. Major Deines, a 
military attache at the German legation in 
Vienna, spends hours daily at the war office in 
consultation with the chiefs of departments. 

All measures that are decided upon are 
communicated to the Berlin authorities 
through Major Deines and the inspiration of 
Count Von Moitke is supposed to guide Aus- 
trian preparations. Tomorrow’s council will 
be attended by Herr Von Tizza, Hungarian 
prime minister, Count*Von Taafe, minister of 
the interior; Count Kalnoky and Count 
Bylandt Rheydt, imperial minister of war, 
Herr Von Kallay, imperial minister of finance 
and Archduke Albrecht, and will be presided 
over by the emperor. The result of the con- 
ference is eagerly awaited. 

Berlin officials are of the opinion that the 
outcome of the council will be nothing more 
than the accelerated dispatch of troops to the 
front. The time has not come for the col- 
lective note from the allied powers demanding 
an explanation of Russian concentrations. It 
is certain that Prince Bismarck has not yet ta- 
ken action towards a collective ultimatum. 

General Von Schweinitz, German ambasador 
to Russia, after two day’s stay at Fredrechs- 
ruhe, returned to Berlin on Thursday. He 
had an audience with the emperor yesterday 
and will return to his post at St. Petersburg 
tomorrow, without special instructions. If the 
czar approaches him upon the question of mu- 
tual armaments General Von Schweinitz is be- 
lieved to be charged to represent that the Ger- 
man be Bee and military position is un- 
changed and that peace is dependent upon a 
cessation of Russian measures against the 
league of peace. Government circles, both in 
Berlin and Vienna, are becoming convinced 
that the allies mean to attack Russia early in 
the spring. Military circles in Vienna regard 
the campaign as even closer, and are of opinion 
that it will be opened within two months. 

Dr. Trefort, Hungarian minister of public 
instruction, speaking at a meeting at Pesth 
academy today, reminded his audience that 
last year, while everybody believed the coun- 
try to be on the verge of war, he doubted that 
an outbreak would occur. Now, on the con- 
trary, he was forced, although an ardent par- 
tisan of peace, to declare his doubt of its be- 
ing maintained. Dr. Trefort declared that the 
blame for the origin of war—if war comes— 
would be due to the encroachment of Russian 
pan-slavism. 

The Pester Lloyd organ of Herr Von Tizza, 
Hungarian premier, contends for the necessity 
of crushing Russia in theevent of war occur- 
ring and so rectify the frontier as to disable 
herdrom causing further trouble in Europe.

The latest St. Petersburg advices say 
that the war department is supplying troops 
with special ammunition pouches for Berdan 
rifles, which will enable each man to fire four- 
teen shots per minute. The projected altera- 
tion in the rifle was abandoned, so dispatches 
say, because in view of the geste of the 
situation it was thought there would not be 
sufticient time to make the change. 

The whole tenor of the news is warlike and 
this caused a renewal of selling on bourse to- 
day. Final quotations were worse and since 
the alarm set in no such extensive unloading 
of foreign securities had occurred. Austrian 
gold rentes fell 23; Hungarian lj and Russian 
2 per cent and credit Anstalt 7 marks, and the 
panicky feeling of yesterday in Vienna had 
rather abated todag, but the markets were in 
a state of suspense, and there was nothing 
doing. 

No measure that the — reichstag has 
considered, has so notably shown the national 
spirit, uniting all parties, as the new military 
bill. Yesterday’s debate was a succession of 
patriotic speeches, untainted by party bias. 
After General Von Schellendorf’s pithy repo- 
siticn of the motives of the bill, Herr Bennig- 
sen for the national liberals, Baron Moltzolm 
for the old conservatives, and Count Bebrin- 
hoeff for the imperialists, declared the neces- 
sity forthe measure. Windthorst, in a short, 
fervent speech, expressed the willingness of 
the center to pass it as presented without refer- 
ence to a committee, if the government consid- 
ered that the urgency of the situation required 
this action, through the imminence of war. 
Herr Richter also intimated that the progressist 
party would give general support to the meas- 
ure, adding that discussion in committee was 
advisable, seeing that the bill proposed some 
organic changes. Only one fraction of the 
socialists, he said, had again earned bad dis- 
tinction by a display of anti-German, under 
the guise offuniversal humanitarianism. 

Herr Bebel protested that the measure, 
while increasing the combatative power of the 
empire, meant oppression to the people within 
the empire and the spoilation of the people of 
other countries for the sole benefit of the mili- 
tary and bureaucratic classes.

TWO MOST POPULAR AUTHORESSES 


Who Have Outdone Men in the Literary 
Field—Notes About the Month'y Mag- 
azines—Short Items of Interest. 


_— 


- Some one was talking the other day about 
the proper field for women, and there was 
quite a discussion over the trivial details of 
what is called woman’s work. We all know 
what woman's sphere is; but woman’s work— 
that is quite another matter. As to the field 
for this work, we need not say that the devel- 
opment of society or civilization, or whatever 
you please to term it, has widened it, until, 
instead of one field for women, there are now 
@ thousand fieldsin which she has made her 
influence felt. 

The truth is, wherever woman feels that she 
can be most successful, that is her field. In 
the south since the war, women have entered 
on something like a new era of existence. This 
is partly the result of hard circumstance, and 
partly the result of natural inclination. In 
the literary field they have not only entered 
into very lively competition with the men, but, 
jn some respects, they have outstripped them 
in the race. Two of them—Miss Murfree and 
Miss Rives—have made their way into 
the literary arcana of Boston, and 
literary Boston is as exclusive now as it was 
in the days of Poe. Its taste is fastidious and 
its standard very high, but its interest and its 
attention are very good things for a struggling 
author to have. Miss Craddock-Murfree is to 
be represented in the January numberof the 
Atlantic Monthly, which is a distinction that 
comparatively few American writers have 
achieved, : 

Then there is Miss Rives, whom we have al- 
ready mentioned, who made a reputation by a 
single short story, and who is to have 
a story of Virginia life in Harper’s Magazine 
for January; there is Miss McClelland, whose 
remarkably strong story of “Oblivion” is 
familiar to our readers; there is Miss Grace 
King, whose stories of Creole life are no less 
felicitous than those of Mr. Cable; there is 
Miss Baylor, who las written a successful ‘in 
ternational’’ novel; and there is Mrs. Jean- 
nette Walworth, whose studies of southern 
life and character have won the highest praise. 

This list might be extended, but we are not 
preparing a catalogue. The names we have 
given, and the suceess of those who bear 
them, are sufficient to show that the literary 
development now going on at the south is not 
by any means one-sided.

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Current Interest in Cancer. 
The sudden public interest in cancer, says 
the &t. James Gazette, shows how true it is that 
people are blind even to the most obvious facts until 


them, Cancer is by no means an unfamiliar discase, 
and during late years has bee steadily increasing 
mthiscountry. The deaths from cancer per 10,000 
persons living are now about 5-5, which isa higher 
rate than that of the deaths from dyphtheria, croup 
dropsy, water on the brain, kidney disease, and 
others, of which more is heard. In view ofthe in- 
crease which has recently taken place (in 1861-65 
the rate per 10,020 persons living was 3-8), it is cer- 
tainly desirable that the special inquiry should be 
made into the causes of this terrible malady, with a 
view to the prevention of a disease which, when 
established, is uow incurable.

Not Good Law. d

A singular error, involving a reversal both 
of law and of fact, was made in a quarter sessions 
court the other day by Judge Willson. The case be- 
fore the court was a:cross-suit for assault end bat- 
tery, andthe paities at the time of the alleged 
odense were respectively a policeman and a private 
citizen. The citizen, Cornellan, had: retustd to 

“move on” when ordered to do 80 by tie police- 
man, Kiel), and when the officer undertook to ar- 
rest him he resisted. In charging the jury Judge 
Willson said, among other things: 

Even nts the officer in this case otight not to 
have arrested Cornellan, yet when he was taken 
into custody of the law it was his duty to go qui- 
ely. Noman who is arrested, though he may 
know himself to be innocent, has a right to use vio- 
lence to prevent the arrest. Therefore it was the 
duty of this man when he was arrested to go quietly 
with the officer, and if he struck the officer he ought 
to be con vieted. 

Now, this is not good law. More than that, it 
never was the law, and is, in fact, as every fairly 
read lawyer knows, or should know, just the reverse 
of the law. A poliee officer who undertakes with- 
outa warrant to arrest a citizen not actually en- 
gaged in a breach of the peace does so at bis peril. 
And it would be the right and duty of a citizen who 
should be thus assailed not to submit quietly, but to 
resist by every and any means at bis command such | VY 
an unlawfu! and intolerable invasion of his personal 
liberty. Policemen are simply citizens who have 
been engaged to preserve the peace in the commu- 
nity, and their position confers upon them no legaa 
rights that are not enjoyed by other citizens, J nudge 
Willson’s charge on this point in the case above re- 
ferred to is neither good sense nor sound law, and 
uo citizen should regard it as an authoritative utter- 
ance.

All democrats will agree with the president also 
when he saysthatin reducing duties regard must 
be had to the demand of American labor for such 
protection as will put it upon terms of fair competi- 
tion with foreign labor.

It is not proposed entirely to relieve the country of 
this taxation. It must be extensively continted as 
the source of the government’s income; and in a 
readjustment of our tariif the interests of American 
labor engaged in manufacture should be carefully 
considered, as well as the preservation of our Manu- 
faetures, f Ss ;

otherwise go to foreign markets. We see nodiffer- 
ence in principle between the case of woolen 
goodsand that of cotton go ds. Now, while we 
would Uke to see woolen goods cheaper, we 
would not like to see cotton goods cheapir, be- 
cause”* cheap cotton gcols means cheap bales of 
cotton.

We think the president's reasoning as to the rela- 
tive strength of populations is not sound. He as- 
sumes that every wan reperted #s an agriculturist 
by thecensus is in conflict on this question with 
those reported as manufacturers. The fallacy of 
this summary is in the fact that large numbers of 
agriculiurists are employed about the large manu- 
facturing citics. One canning factory buys all the 
peaches of a county. Another buys all the tomatoes 
of several counties, The candy makers and peanut 
oil refiners of New York give employment to the 
furmers of several counties in Virginia. One hotel 
in Boston employs several dairy 
farms, Tae cotton oil mills of the 
south add griatly tothe demand for cotton labor, 
and furnish a large per ceutof its compensation. 
Here in Alabama, about Mobile, our truck farmers 
are kept going by the dcmand for early vegetables 
from western manu acturing citier. When Birm- 
ingham and other cities of ncr:h Alabama get their 
{wl growth they will give employmeut to new gar- 
den farms throughout the c: ast country. So, then‘ 
a very larce body ofa:sricalturists hav>an identical 
interest iu the growth and prosperity of American 
manuwiacti fos.

High License and Restriction. 

When the Collier ordinance, with $1,500. 
license and restriction of bar-rooms to the 
centre of the city, passed the council by a 
unanimous vote, it was hoped this reason- 
able compromise would stand. The fact 
that such ‘‘antis’’ as Angier, Allen, Tanner, 
and§Greene voted for it justified this hope. 

The tranquillity brought about by this set- 
tlement of the license question is disturbed 
by the rumor that the incoming council will 
ups2t it and pass a new bill. This bill is to 
lower the license and remove the territorial 
restriction. Instead of $1,500 fee as pro- 
vided at present, $1,000 or less will be in- 
serted. Instead of the compact and strictly 
business territory included in the limita- 
tions of the Collier bill, the words “‘busi- 
ness portions of business streets’’ will be 


inserted. The elasticity of this expression 


is apparent on its face. 

It is the part of wisdom, in our opinion, 
to leave the license bill just where it is. 
It is well known that Alderman Collier's 
preference was $2,000 license. The- prohi- 
bitionists in the council were solid on this 
figure. They yielded to the reduction to 
$1,500 in order that a unanimous vote 
might be secured and the matter finally ad- 
justed. If the anti-prohibition leaders 
yield to a demand for lower license now 
(after their own representatives in council 
have agreed on the present bill), they will 
find a demand for still lower license and 
still less restriction coming up with every 
election, and less strength to withstand 
such demands. The matter had best be left 
just where it is!

It is monstrous under a free government 
to collect a tax by methods which involve 
bloodshed, destroy homes and devastate 
large tracts of territory. It is an outrage to 
collect a tax by vielence. Under this system 
a standing army is employed to raid the rural 
districts, and spies and informers are main- 
tained to make the business lively. 

What Blackstone said of this system in 
England applies with still greater force to 
this country. We must get rid of this in- 
famous law. It would have suited the age 
of the Inquisition, but it does not suit this 
generation.

High License in Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia has a new license law, and 
it promises to work well. : 

To do a retail liquor business in that city 
a license fee of $3,500 is required, .and-each 
dealer has to secure two bondsmen who be- 
come responsible to the extent of $2,000 
each for the payment of all fines and penal- 
ties levied on the proprietor of the saloon 
for any violation of the laws governing the 
sale of liquors. There are now about 6,000 
saloons in Philadelphia whose licenses were 
obtained for the year. In just two weeks 
these licenses expire, and, so far, only 350 
renewals have been made for the next year. 

It is not necessary to await a trial of the 
new system to be satisfied that it will be far 
preferable to the present indiscriminate dis- 
tribution of barrooms. Itis probable that 
the nuihber of licenses in Philadelphia next 
year will not exceed 600, or one-tenth of the 
number issued this year. The regulation of 
the trade has been made very strict, and if 
the new law is enforced'‘the question of pro- 
hibition will be forever settled in Philade)- 
phia.

To Every State Its Right. 

Out of the contested election case of Sen- 
ator Turpie, of Indiana, arises the question 
as to the right of the senate to go behind 
the legislative returns in the election of a 
senator. 

Mr. Turpie holds liis seat in the senate 
by election by the legislature, and his cre- 
dentials bear every required evidence of his 
just title to the position. It is alleged that 
two of the members who: voted for him 
were ineligible to seats in the legislature, 
and that as he could not. have been elected 
without these votes, that he is not a legally 
constituted senator. | Several republican 
senators hold that that body has the right 
to inquire into the claims of every member 
of a legislature to his seat when the ques- 
tion of the action of such a. legislature ef- 
fects the membership of the senate. | 

The constitution of every state makes 
each house of the legislature the absolute 
judge of the qualification of every member 
to hisseat. When this is done and the 
verdict of a legislature, properly attested as 
required by the constitution of the United 
States, has been sent to the senate, that 
body has nothing to do but to recognize the 
senator so elected, 

It has happened that there have been con- 
flicting legislatures in some states. In this 
instance the senate would have the right to 
decide which of the two it should recognize; 
but where a legislature of unquestioned au- 
thority passes upon its own membership no 
power has the right.to inquire into its de- 
cision in the matter. 

As to Mr. Turpie’s case there is no ques- 
tion as to his being entitled to his seat, nor 
is there any doubt as to his holding it, 
though Mr. Bill Chandler, of electoral fraud 
fame, and a few of his brother robbers 
would be delighted to turn him out. No 
contestant has ever presented his claims 
against Mr. Turpie, ex-Senator Harrison, 
the defeated republican candidate, admit- 
ting the fairness of his defeat by refusing 
to undertake a foolish contest, 

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
thinks that the senate has the undoubted 
authority to exercise the right of inquiring 
into the qualification of legislative members, 
It says: 

‘The value of the precedent for the future may 
prove of momentous importance. Then, whenever

BELLE MEADE. 


A Visit to the Great Stock Farm 
of General Harding. 


THE HOME OF THE FAMOUS IROQUOIS, 


The Derby Winner—General W. H. Jackson 
27] Gives His Views on Farming—State- 
ments Likely to Provoke Criticism. 


Bette Meapr, Tenn., December 17.—[Staff 
Correspondence. ]—Royal acres are those which 
make up the celebrated Belle Meade farm. 

And sacred must its stables be to the horse- 
man, for they shelter the only American horse 
which ever crossed the ocean in quest of con- 
questp and carried off the honors of the Derby. 
This feat of the spirited Iroquois makes him 
the historic stallion of the country. 

The old house is still standing which was 
erected by John Harding over one hundred 
years ago. In this house William G. Harding 
was born in 1808. Atthetime Nashville was 
but a straggling village, and the Indians from 
the surroundiug country made frequent trips 

thereto for trade, it was their custom to. stop 
at the house of John Harding as they passed, 
and by him they were always welcomed. This 
is the farm upon which the Hardings, father 
and son, lived all their lives, and upon which 
they accumulated a fortune. By purchases 
the limits of the farm were continually in- 
creased until, at the death of William G. 
Harding, about a year ago, it embraced 4,000 
acres, to which 1,300 acres have since been 
added by his heirs. 
AMERICA’S GREAT HORSE BREEDER. 

William G. Harding was given a thorough 
education, and returning home, at once began 
the life of a farmer. He wasa great lover of 
the chase, and this passion made him fond of 
horses and of dogs. From this predeliction it 
was easy to predict his future calling. He be- 
came interested in live stock generally, but 
the blocd horse in particular became his 
specialty. A singular circumstance forced 
him into the continued enlargement 
of the business which became to hima pleas- 
ure. Hewasthe owner of 125 slaves, An 
opponent of the system,fearful of its horrors,he 
determined to keep his slaves together so that 
they might be continually under his own super- 
vision. Cheaper lands were to be had in the 
west, and larger returns, but that meant over- 
seers, and General Harding would” never put 
his slaves under hands by which they might 
possibly be mistreated. As his slaves in- 
creased, therefore, he was compelled toenlarge 
his farm, so that he might give them employ- 
ment. He never bought but one slave, and 
sold but one—who had killed his brother, and 
of whom the rest of the family was afraid. 
Charles Sumner is said to haye complimented 
General Harding upon the management of his 
slaves, and to have declared that if all masters 
were like Harding, he would have to revise his 
opinion of slavery. 

The fame of Harding’s horses spread abroad, 
and he became a recognized authority on the 
turf. His stables were always filled with win- 
ners of the fastest records; and his annual 
sales were attended by horse-fanciers from all 
parts of the union, who often paid what seem- 
ed to be fabulous prices for a favorite strain. 
The crowning triumph of his career on the 
turf was when the celebrated Iroquois bore off 
the Derby. 

Notwithstanding his long career on the turf, 
and that he was so often the owner of the win* 
ning horse, he never gambled upon the re- 
sult. In early life he had formed the reso- 
lution never to bet. When taunted for his in- 
consistency in being opposed to gambling and 
still remaining a patron of the turf, he replied: 

‘Without the race course the world would 
never have known of the great powers of Lex- 
ington, the horse that has contributed more to 
the improvement of his race than any of his 
predecessors. [I am aware of the prejudices 
existing against the race course by religionists, 
generally on account of its immoral tendency. 
That these prejudices are not altogether 
groundless, I admit; but that the immoralities 
of a well regulated race course are greatly 
magnified by those who know least of its oper- 
ations, I am perfectly satisfied; that it may be 
still further improved, I earnestly desire. For 
one, IL advocate his preservation, and at the 
same time call upon the moralists to unite with 
me in the effort to remove all objectionable 
features that may attach to the institution so 
necessary to his development.”’ 

*-Once,”’ said he, “I felta tremor pass over 
me as I realized the power of temptation.’’ He 
had entered his favorite mare Gamma against 
the celebrated horse Wagner. The owner 
of Wagner said to him: “Of course, 
general, you propose to back your entry. I 
will give you a better bet than any one else 
would be likely todo. I offer you ten thous- 
and dollars against one thousand.’’ ‘‘I had the 
one thousand, I had a special use for the ten 
thousand at that very time. I had full confi- 
dence that Gamma would win. Feeling the 
force of the temptation, under excitement, to 
violate a purpose I had deliberately formed to 
guide my life, I turned away, walkeda short 
distance, turned the question of gain and prin- 
ciple over inmy mind, and turned back and 
declined the bet. Gamma won, but I was 
then and ever after, more gratified at my vic- 
tory over the temptation to bet than of my 
favorite’s splendid triumph over the most 
celebrated racer of the day.’’

General W. H. Jackson and Judge Howell 
E. Jackson married daughters of General Har- 
ding, and have thus passed into possession of 
the splendid estate, which is now under the 
business management of General W. H. Jack- 
son. A talk with Generali Jackson elicited 
much interesting information, and gives some 
idea of the extent of the farm.

Tom Woolfolk Denies the Ru- 
mors of His Confession. 


A SENSATIONAL STORY FROM MACON 


Jn Which Judge Nisbet is Said to Have 
Played a Part-The Story Untrue— 
Other Criminal News. 


“Tom Woolfolk has confessed, has he?’ re- 
marked a gentleman as he stepped from the 
Central train at the union passenger depot yes- 
gerday. 

“When?” asked some one in the crowd to 
qwhom the gentleman was speaking.

“Rut such is the ramor,”’ said a CONSTITU- 
gion reporter. = . 

“Can't help it,’’ said the jailer.. ‘Suppose, 
however, we go see him. 

At the cell door Woolfolk was standing, 
rsoking through the bars. . He nodded to

Then thearticle goes on t6 
te!! of a terrible strugyle that ensued between Rich- 
ard and Tom at the door, and that Riebard got the 
best of the fight at firstand threw Tom&down. The 
lat er quickly recovered and killed his brother. The 
aliezed confession does not go into any jfurther de- 
tails. except that the baby was killed last of all. 
Your corre: pondent tried to getat the gist of the 
rumor, and was informed by several parties that it 
was a s.ory that has been quietly circulated for some 
time. Those who first disclosed it statel 
in Q long, round about way it came 
from Judge James T. Nisbet, and that Woolfolk 
Gisclosei it to the latter gentleman when he first 
consulted him asattoruey. It is further claimed 
that ihe Woolfolk family knew of the confession 
prior to thetrial. While the News is no doubtfsin 
cere. the whole story seems incredible to those who 
know Judge Nisbet. Heisnotthe sort of man to 
ever divulge a professional secret, and if he were to, 
would hardly afterwards withhold it. The article 
created a considerable stirin the city. The matter 
is given simply for what it is worth, and Tie Con- 
STITUTION readers May judge of it as they choose, 

Later in the day when Woclfolk was con- 
fronted with the telegram, he smiled, saying: 

“Those people do not know about whom 
they are taiking. I never made any confes- 
sion, andif I had Judge Nisbet would never 
have told it.” 

The connection of ‘Judge Nisbet’s name 
with the rumor gave ita tinge of truth until 
the judge denied it as he did. 

Jndge James T. Nisbet was seen at his resi- 
dence, 183 Capitol avenue, last night by a 
representative of Tur CONSTITUTION, and in- 
terrocated as to the truth of the rumors circu- 
lated in Macon that Woolfolk had confessed 
$© him. 

Judge Nisbet said in reply: ‘You can state 
Phat there is not a word of truth in it. What 
Thomas G. Woolfolk said to me (I saw him 
but three times) I treated as the confidential 
communication of a client to his attorney, al- 
though I declined for sufficient reasons to rep- 
resent him. I have never repeated what he 
saidtome. But I think it proper now to say 
that in all the interviews I had: with him he 
stoutly protested his innocence.” The jndge 
further said: ‘‘I was much surprised and an- 
noyed to find that Woolfolk had been sent by 
the authorities to Fulton county jail for safe 
keeping. Itseemste me to be a reflection 
uponthe people of Bibb county, that they 
were so bloodthirsty that they would at- 
tempt to break into a jail and hang Woolfolk 
before he could have the benefit of an appeal 
to the supreme court. I think Woolfolk was 
as safe in Macon asin Atlanta. I know that 
there is no more conservative and law-abiding 
@ county than that of Bibb.” 

There is a good deal of gossip about the case 
among all classes of people, the general opinion 
being that a new trial will be granted. 

Yesterday a distinguished legal gentleman 
remarked of the Woolfolk trial: “The very 
moment the crowd grew 80 noisy in their cries 
of ‘Hang him,’ in presence of the jury, Judge 
Gustin should have declared a mistrial.’ 

Another eminent jurist said: “I think it a 
621 mistake to send Woolfolk to Atlanta for 
safe keeping. It isan imputation on the peo- 
ple of Macon thatis unjust and uncalled for, 
and is an implied confession that passion cone 
trols judgment and justice.”’

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THE LICENSE QUESTION. 
How the New Council Will Stand—Mr, Me- 
caslin and Mr. Amorous, 


A curious story is afloat{about .the $1,500 


license in the city council. 

It was understood, when that license was 

assed, that the new council would attempt to 

ower it. Councilman Mitchell, foreseeing 
this, insisted on the call for the yeas and nays, 
80 ag to put every councilman on record. 

There are eight councilmen-elect who will 
go into office in January. It is believed by 
the antis that each one of ‘these will vote for a 
reduction of the license and an enlargement of 
the territorial limit, and loosening up the re- 
strictions generally. But these eight new 
members are not enough to reduce the license, 
it requiring nine votes, 

It is said that just. before the*vote was taken 
a gentleman called for Alderman Mecaslin at 
the council door, and that he left the room. 
That the object of this was to prevent Mr. Me- 
caslin going on record as voting for the fifteen 
hundred dollar license, so that he would be 
left free to vote for the lower license which 
will be proposed at the January meeting. The 
saloon keepers undoubtedly expect a lower 
license to be ordered by the new council, for 
they are refusing to take out license at the 
present figures, preferring ta wait two weeks 
a than stand the fifteen hundred dollar 
pull. 

ALDERMAN MECASLIN FAVORS $1,000. 

Alderman Mecaslin says: 

“T did not dodge the vote. Ihave always 
been in favor of a thousand dollar license, and 
shall vote for that whenever chance offers. I 
do not believe in territorial restriction. I am 
in favor of barrooms in the business portions 
of business streets, no matter where the streets 
are.”’ 

‘‘Why did you leave the council on Tuesday 
evening ?"’ 

**I was called by a man whotold me that my 
mule was very sick. I went down to look after 
the mule. I never dodged a vote in my life.” 

HOW THE NEW EIGHT STAND. 

It is stated thatthe eight members elect of 
the council are for one-thousand dollar li- 
cense, or less, and against territorial restric- 
tion. It was intimated that Councilman 
Amorous was in favor of the the fifteen hun- 
dred dollar license, and would vote to retain 
it at that figures, and that his vote would de- 
feat the scheme to reduce it. 

Mr. Amorous returned to the city last night. 
To a ConsTITUTION representative he said: ed | 
would rather say nothing upon that subject 
until [ become a councilman. I am only a 
private citizen now, you know. ButI will say 
that in my opinion the people are not opposed 
to drinking as much as ‘they are to drunken- 
ness; and we must look to restriction, rather 
than to high license, to eradicate the evil. We 
might have a ten thousand dollar license and 
have more drunkenness than we would with a 
five hundred dollar license. Thorough restric- 
tion furnishes the solution of the problem. I 
believe in making the saloons close early, in 
strict enforcement.of the ‘minor’ and ‘drunk- 
ard’ clauses and in granting licenses to respon- 
sible men only.” 

It is safe to predict that the anti members of 
the new council will favor a license of $1,000, 
closing the saloons as éarly as ten at night and 
restricting the saloons to business portions of 
business streets.

The beach for several miles looked not un- 
like a wholesale street in a large city wing 
business hours, suddenly divested of houses anc 
teams, leaving men and merchandise scattered 

sromiscuously up and down. Sundry cast-off 

fats and shoes, together with ragged shirts and 
pants, scattered here and there, evinced a new 
order of things for the Beach-Combers. One 
would meet a barefooted man clad in fine cassi- 
mere or broadcloth, with breeches rolled up, 
squatting over a fire, frying paninhand. In 
an hour old Moss Moore, arrayed in a white 
shirt, yellow doeskin pants and a high silk hat, 
was seen chasing a floating box of boots up and 
down amid the breakers. 

Our party were soon installed in a camp, 
sheltered from the wind by several dry goods 
cases, and at low tide were ready to go on 
board with the rest. There were. three score 
or more of the beach combers, divided into 
groups of from five to a dozen, who then swam 
and waded on board, and got out such portions 
of the cargo as they could, until the tide be- 
came too high for such work. Then the goods 
were thrown on the beach, into as many equal 
piles as there were men in the gang. ne 
man would turn his head and another one, 
pointing to a certain lot, would say to him: 

**W hose pile is this ?”’ 

“John Smith’s.’’ 

John Smith would then stand by his pile 
until all were gasraeace ! apportioned, when 
each man would carry off and care for his own 
plunder. 

Everybody was short of provisions and every 
one lived on the wrecked potatoes and onions 
until, as Little Dave said. ‘‘The whole country 
smelled like a garlic patch.”’ 

A shrewd Ohio man saw how things were, 
and quietly going home, returned in a few days 
with a boat load of flour, meal, coffee and 
bacon. That move was considered to have 
made his fortune theh and there. Bacon sold 
for one pair of shoes per pound, while it took a 
good pair of boots to secure an equal amount 
of coffee. As to flour and meal, the men 
recklessly threw in whole suits of clothes, bolts 
of jeans and calico and hats and white shirts 
by the half dozen to obtain enough to last each 
man fora week or two. 

Never since the surrender of Lee did plain 
provisions bring such fancy prices in trade 
throughout Dixie. The Ohio man sailed down 
the lagoon the next day with his boat loaded to 
the gunnals. Some of the men laughed when 
they afterwards heard that he had capsized in 
Rowana river, and lost half of his spoils. 

“Served him right for his greed,’’ they said, 
but the man had only practiced on a small 
scale what many large grain operators do on a 
large scale, when they get the chance. 

he first time our nhorns stood on the 
slippery incline of the Ladona’s forward deck, 
with ravenous waves surging past them shore- 
ward, or dashing up the main deck towards 
them with an an swash and roar, the land 
behind seemed amileaway.

The Man Who Carried the News of the 
Alamo Massacre to New Orleans, 


There is tobe seen almost every day in the 
vicinity of Second street, taking his customary 
walk, says the San Francisco Chronicle, aman 
who has seen more of the tented field than 
Ferhape any other now living in the state, 
and who has had an eyentful career such as 
falls to the lot of few, His hair is almost 
white and his figure is‘ vent with the weight 


of his more than three-scéfe years, but his 
| mental faculties remain as keen and alert as 
ever. C. O. D. Kelly is the sole survivor of 
| Sam Houston's famous spy company in the 
| Texas war of 1835, a veteran of 1846, and a 
| Charter meniber of the Pioneer society. It was 

who carried the tidings of the massacre of 
the Alamo in 1*33 to New Orleans and thence 
to New York, after encountering difficulties as 
great as those which have made the names of 


mous. But Mr. Kelly is a modest man, and 
hardly realizes the fact that he has done any- 
thing out of the way. : 

A reporter was introduced to him yesterday 
at the Montgomery hotel, with whom he con- 
versed for a short time on the incidents of the 
veteran's early career.

“Perfectly well. I was living with my par- 
ents in Liverpool atthe time.

Everybody was wild with 
excitement ; paraded, bonfires were 
lighted, and fusilades sent off in every direc- 
tion. Yes, it was a great night. I came to 
this country soon after, and served my time 
with a quaker carpenter in New York. From 
there I went to New Orleans, and when the 
revolution broke out in Texas in 1835 I volun- 
teered for service, joined the Mobile Grays 
and went to the front. One day a scout 
came into the camp from -Celonel Crockett. 
to procure assistance. ‘was one. of 
the thirty boys who jumped in with Mossley 
Baker’s regiment to go to the rescue. We got 
to the headquarters at Gonzales, when there 
was another call made for volunteers to press 
on to Travis, Bowie, and Crockett’s be- 
leaguered army at San Antonio. Twenty-five 
of us jumped out of the ranks at once, headed 
by that prince of scouts, ‘Deaf’ Smith. We 
got to San Leon all right, but there the Mexi- 
cans sighted us. Though we were outnumbered 
by twenty toone we showed fight, but were 
forced to retire three times in succession. We 
reinained in the woods waiting anxiously for 
the sound of our cannon at Alamo, but not a 
sound was heard; the fort had fallen the night 
before. Only Captain Dickinson’s wife and 
child escaped. They Were sent to the 
settlement with a proclamation that all who. 
would be friendly. to the constitution of ’24 
would be well treated. We met her and ‘the:

Houston, ex-Governor VPease, Judge Waller 
and I celebrated the battle of San Jacinto in 
1880. Houston died a year or so ago, and I am 
now the only survivor of the Houston spy 
company of the Texas rangers.””. . .W. .

The Jury at Ringgold Returns a 
Verdict of Not Guilty. 


THE HISTORY OF THE MURDER. 


How the Verdiet Was Received in Atlanta— 
McCoy Again Arrested, This Time 
Upon a Different Charge.

Yesterday morning, Captain J. W: Nelms, 
United States marshal, received a telegram 
‘from Ringgold, Georgia, from Hon. George R. 
Brown, announcing in a laconic way the ter- 
mination of an important murder trial in 


‘Walker county. ‘“The jurry finds McCoy not 


“guilty.” 
HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

On the 6th of December, 1885, Deputy Mar- 
hall W. D. Kellett, was killed on Lookou 
mountain, while having under arrest one Cal- 
‘yin Young. Kellett was found partly in @ 
creek. At the coroner’s inquest Calvin Young 
swore that he did not know who fired the shot, 
but when afterwards arrestedfor being accessory 
to the murder, and while under arrest, admit- 
ted that James McCoy had made him promise 
on the night of the killing that he would not 
tell who killed Kellett threatening to kill him 
if he did tell. Young said he saw McCoy and 
the smoke of his gun. McCoy was arrested 
and tried in Walker superior court in April, 
1886, convicted and sentenced to be hanged. 
The case was carried to the supreme court, and 
the court below was reversed on the ground of 

error in the charge of the presiding judge. 

On Monday last the second trial commenced, 
swith an able array of counsel on both sides. 
*For the state appeared Hon. C. T. Clements, 
solicitor goneral; Coionel I. E. Shumate, of 
Dalton : Judge J. M. Bella, of Summerville; 
and Mr. T. W. Copeland, of LaFayette. Hon. 
George RK. Brown, of Cherokee; Hon. Wil- 
liam (©. Glenn, of Dalton, and Mr. C. T. Lad- 
gon, of Atlanta, represented McCoy. The 
trial lasted until Friday. Every inch of 
ground was stoutly contested on both sides, 
and those present compliment the ability of 
counsel on both sides. 

On the second trial Calvin Young testified 
that he was under duress, by reason of the 
threats of McCoy at the coroner’s inquest. 
Andy Young, one of the witnesses. since the 
first trial had moved to Arkansas, and was not 
present. The defense proved by several wit- 
messes that at the time of the murder McCoy 

as four and a half miles from the place where 
the murder occurred. 

The counsel for the defense advanced the 
theory that the murder was committed by 
Calvin Young, his father and Young’ brother, 
and charged the crime on McCoy to sheild 
themselves. They stressed the point that 
twhile Calvin Young testified that the killing 
was done by a single rifle shot, that the testi- 
lmony of others was that Kellett’s hat was rid- 
‘died with buckshot when it was found. 

The jury returned a verdict of not guilty, 
‘and McCoy was discharged. 

OPINIONS ON THE VERDICT. 

Captain J. W. Nelms, United States mar- 
shal, in commenting on the verdict, said to a 

‘zeporter of THe CoNsTITUTION: ‘‘You can 
gay for me, that I consider the verdict a gross 
outrage; thereis no disputing the fact that 
\Kellett was waylaid, shot and murdered by 
MeCoy.”’ 

Mr. C. T. Ladson, remarked to a representa- 
tive of THE Constitution: ‘In my opinion, 
‘McCoy is innocent. The evidence showed that 
-the Youngs decoyed Kellett that day for the 
purpose of killing him. The jury was com- 
ape of very intelligent men, and their verdict 

right.”’ 

° McCoy Again Arrested. 

Later in the day Captain Nelms received the 
following telegram from Tryon factory: 

McCoy was acquitted arid rvarrested on the charge 
of attempt t> rape. (Signed) G. B. Myers. 

Captain Nelms said he knew nothing about 
this last charge except that the offense is said 

»to have been committed in Cherokee county 
pome years ago.

The prospects of the Atlanta, Atlantic and 
Great Western Railroad and Navigation com- 
pany are flattering. 

Colonel George T. Fry, president of the 
company, said yesterday, that the prospects 
were flattering and the movement progressing 
idly as could be desired. 
hat is the distance between Atlanta and 
Savannah by this line ?’’ was asked. 

“Well,” observed Colonel Fry, “the dis- 
tance, allowing for all necessary detiections on 
account of grades and crossings and to reach 
eligible crossings of water courses will not ex- 
ceed 250 miles, which is 43 miles shorter than 
by the Central railroad, 47 miles shorter than 
by the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
and 61 miles shorter than by the Georgia rail- 
road via Augusta. The distance from Atlanta 
to Eatonton is 65 miles; from EKatonton to 
Sparta 274 miles; from Sparta to Waynesboro, 
574 miles; and from Waynesboro to Sai 
85 miles, making altogether by air line 235

and equipping this road?’ said THe CoONsTI- 
TUTION’S representative.

“npon a first-class roadbed, first-class rails, 
iron bridges, and first-class equi

THE CITYy’'s FINANCES. 


What Major D. A. Cook Says About At- 
| lanta. ee 

A representative talked yesterday afternoon 

with Major D. A. Cook, one of the city’s 

assessors and receivers. Among other things, 


“The tax books in 1882 showed Atlanta’s 
wealth to be $23,735,869; in 1886 they footed up 
$31,268,420, showing an increase for the last 
four years of $7 ,582,551."’ 

“What is the cause of it?’ the reporter 


asked. 

“Why, the continual increase of people here 
who come tostay. I think we have, at least, 
five thensand more people here today than we 
had three years ago.’’ 

“Is that so?”’ 

“Well, do you everthink of the many new 
faces you meet in the streetsevery day? Why. 
ten years ago, I knew every man within the 
city limits. Atlanta is gtowing, and there is 
nothing that will stop her. I think there is 
more money in Atlanta dirt today, than there 
was at the first anction real cstate sale in the 
city, which was in 1851,and made ‘by Marcus 
A. Bell, near where the Calico House once 
stood.”’ 

‘‘How about assessments? Are there no in- 

stances where an over assessment is made?” 
‘“‘Hardly ever; in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred it would bring on sale ten per cent 
more than its assessment.” 
“How many taxpayers have we in the 
city ?”’ , 
“Over ten thousand, and ten years ago there 
were but a few over three thousand. There is 
no doubt about it inthe world, the population 
of Atlanta has increased twenty-five thousand 
in the last ten years. The Piedmont exposi- 
tion did our peceie a vast amount of good, and 
certainly will be the means of augmenting our 
population to a wonderful extent.”’ 
Who are the largest taxpayers in the 
city ?” 
“Well, I would not like to give names, but 
I will state that we have many that pay on 
from one hundred thousand to a quarter of a 
million dollars.’ 
‘‘What did the general tax as far back as 
1870 amount to?”’ 
‘*‘It amounted to $107,315.16.” 
“What in 1886 ?’’ 
“Tt was $495,158.80.”’ - 
‘'This shows an increase in sixteen years of 
$387 ,843.64.”’ 
“Yes, that’s so,”’ answered the major. 
‘‘Have we had many new improvements in 
the way of machinery in the last two years?’ 
“Well, yes several. In my opinion we should 
offer more inducements for men to build ma- 
chine shops. For instance, exempt all build- 
ings and machinery for say, twenty years, tax~- 
ing only the land. This, it seems to me 
would encourage machanics to come here and 
build up our wasted lands, and in ten years 
from now we could boast of having seventy-five 
thousand inhabitants.”’ 


“VY STREET SCHOOL. 


A New Principal to Be Elected Next Thurs- 
day Afternoon. 


Six applicants for the position of principal 
of Ivy street school, made vacant by the pro- 
motion of Dr. Smith from that school to the 
head of the Girls’ High school, stood their ex- 
amination yesterday. They are gentlemen 
who occupy high positions in other schools, 
and are prominent educators in the state. 
Yesterday morning they met in Major Sla- 
ton’s office. From 9 o’clock till 3 they were 
subjected to a rigid examination in Latin, 
Greek, arithmetic, algebra, geometry and Eng- 
lish history. The examination was conducted 
in writing and the papers all indicated a high 
order of scholarship—far above the average. 
Superintendent Slaton, who conducted t 
examination, says he was favorably impressed 
with the applicants, and that the board of edu- 
cation cannot make a mistake in choosing any 
one of them. The committee on examination 
will pass upon the papers at its next meeting— 
Tuesday afternoon. There will be the regular 
monthly meeting of the board of school com- 
missioners next Thursday afternoon. Con- 
siderable business of importance will be trans- 
acted. Among other things a new principal of 
Ivy street school will be elected.
